tana Synod, the national body of the 


Evangelical Lutheran church, opened 
its fifty-seventh annual convention in 
the First Lutheran church today and 
heard the report of the president, Rev. 
L. A. Johnson, D. D., of St. Paul, Minn., 
in which he exhaustively treated of 
the activities of the church during the 
past year. 
He stated that the various educa­ 
tional institutions of the 
synod, 
of 
which there are ten, are in prosperous 
condition. 
Minnesota college at Min­ 
neapolis, Minn., has raised over $100,- 
000 for new buildings during the year, 
and North Star college 
at 
W arren, 
Minn., has, through the generosity of 
friends and supporters 
been enabled 
to wipe out its enormous debt. 
At 
A ugustana college work has been com­ 
menced on the new gymnasium, which 
is to be 90x140, and will cost upwards 
of $40,000. 
For the hospitals at Moline, 111., and 
Portland, Ore., new 
buildings 
have 
been erected during 
the 
year, 
and 
Augustana hospital, Chicago, Hi., ex­ 
pects to expend more than a quarter 
of a million dollars for new buildings 
this year. 
New institutions 
are 
in 
process of erection in M arinette, Wis., 
and near Alexandria, Minn. 
The Im­ 
manuel Deaconess home 
at 
Omaha, 
\eb., has collected a large am ount of 
uiuls for new buildings at this insti­ 
tution. 
Five pastors of the synod died 
during the year, the most prominent 
of whom was Rev. Erie Norelius, D. 
A., LL. I)., of Vasa, Minn., »who was 
■ pioneer and one of the founders of 
ihe snyod, and who 
suggested 
the 
name “A ugustana,” 
which 
it now 
bears. 
“The reports of A ugustana College 
and Theological Sem inary were made. 
This institution, which is owned and 
controlled by the Synod, is one of the 
oldest colleges in the state, founded 
in 1860. 
The various reports showed 
rem arkable progress by the institu­ 
tion. 
This institution is a m em ber of 
’he North Central Association of Col­ 
leges dud is rated by the state univer­ 
sity of Illinois as one of 
the 
four 
leading colleges in the state. 
In the 
reports it was brought out th at the 
institution at Rock Island has property 
valued at $500,000, with nearly $500,- 
000 productive funds. 
Not less than 
"35 students were graduated from the 
institution at the recent commence­ 
ment, being one of the largest classes 
in its history. 
The total num ber of 
graduates now num bers over 2,500. 
The board of directors 
has 
recom­ 
mended th at an additional professor­ 
ship be established in the divinity 
* chool faculty. 
It is expected that a petition will be 
presented from students of Augustana 
College at Rock Island and Gustavus 
\dolphus College at St. Peter, Minne­ 
sota, for the re-instatem ent of foot­ 
ball at these institutions. 
The S \nod 
; bolishcd all inter collegiate sports in 
1905, but perm itted the re instatem ent 
of all except football at ils convention 
in Rock Island in 1910. 
The students 
now hope that the Synod will perm it 
the reinstatem ent of intercollegiate 
football also. 
Most of Friday will be given over 
o th*1 celebration of the 100th anni­ 
versary of the birth 
of 
Dr. T. N. 
Hasselquist, one of the synod’s foun­ 
ders. He began his 
work 
here in 
Galesburg, w here he was pastor of 
he First Lutheran church from 1852- 
"863, and exerted a lasting influence 
>n the spiritual and external work of 
he synod. 
*On Saturday it is expected that re­ 
ports will be presented by the vari­ 
ous boards having in charge the syn­ 
od’s foreign mission work in India, 
China, Japan and Porto Rico. 
The 
apportionm ents needed for the sup­ 
port of these missions will be deter­ 
mined upon, and especial work will 
be undertaken for the relief of the 
Lutheran mission in India, hitherto 
supported by societies in Germany. 
The convention will devote consid­
